STRONG-ARM SQUAD 
FOR PRACE DINNER 


Mr. Thomas Calls on Waldo for 
Protection ahd He Sends His 
Gang Suppressors. 


WILL BE IN EVENING DRESS 


But Remain on the Alert for Muscular 
Action—Uniformed Police There, Too, 
and a Guard for the President. 


The Peace Dinner at the Waldorf to- 
night may indorse-the peaceful arbitra- 
tion treaties of President Taft, but it is

Samuel Bell Thomas;.a member of the 
Executive Committee of thé Citizens’ 
Peace Dinner, on behalf of the committee, 
called on Police Commissioner Waldo yes- 
terday afternoon and asked him to pro- 
vide ampl» police protection for the Pres- 
ident and other distinguished guests at 
the Peace Dinner to-night. The Commis- 
sioner said he would’ do so, and. asked 
Mr, Thonias how many men he wanted. 

“I'll leave that to you, Mr. Commis- 
sioner,” said Mr, Thomas. “Do as you 
think best under ‘the circumstances. * 

Commissioner Waldo studied‘ over the 

‘¢ircumstances” -of the peace dinner 
cafefully and then decided to send the 
strong arm squad, Mr. Thomas, who 
Says he expected only about eight or ten 
ordinary detectives, was almost dumb- 
founded when he was told of this last 
night, and especially when it was ex- 
plained to him. just whom:and what the 
strong-arm equad consists of. He was 
told that between twenty and thirty of 
the strong-armed ones were to attend 
inside the banquet hall, elbow to elbow 
with the guests, to insure that it shall 
be in strict verity a peace dinner. 


A Little Out of Their Latitude. 


The strong-arm squad differs vastly 
from the ordinary. plainclothes detect- 
ive force.

The 
strong-arm. squad has handied. from time 
to time notoriéus criminal gangs and 
about all°of the rough-necked eleniéfite 
of the population who tend to destroy 
the city's peace. ‘The ‘strong-arm ‘squad4 
is distinctly the gang suppressers of 
the Detective Bureau,

GAVE LIFE FOR HIS BROTHER 
Eleven-Year-Old Joseph Houlahan Was

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SWEEPING INQUIRY 
INTO THREE TRUSTS 


House Democrats to Investigate 
the Money Trust, Harvester 
and Shipping Combines. 


AFTER FINANCIAL. LEADERS 


Want to Know if a Dozen Men Really 
~ Contro! Big Business and Use 
Power IHegally.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20. - A ‘most 


sweeping corporate investigation is being 
considered by the Democratic members 


in control of the House Committee on 
Rules. They now contemplate linking into 
a single inquisition the scrutiny of the 
affairs of the Money Trust, the Shipping 
Trust, and the Harvester Trust, 

Representative Henry of Texas, Chair- 
man of the Rules Committee, is willing 
to have the three investigations joined 
and. ‘cohductead under one special com- 
mittee. It now seems likely that enough 
votes will be found in the committee 
when it acts shortly after Jan. 15 to 
recommend such a procedure to the 
House. So confident are Democratic 
leaders that thig far-reaching investiga- 
tion will be ordered by the House of Rep- 
resentatives that they are now informal- 
ly considering. its personnel. 

The investigation will be conducted by 
the House probably by a special com- 
mittee of seven members. There will be 
no joint inquiry in which the Senate 
would share. The method of selecting the 
committee remains. to be decided. The 
Rulés Committee will recommend election 
of the committee by the House of Rep- 
resentatives, instead of leaving it to the 
Speaker to designate the inquisitors by 
appointent. The Democratic caucus will 
be asked to nominate. five of the seven 
committeemen in the event of adoption 
by the House of the plan to be urged by 
the Rules Committee. There will be four 
Democrats, one insurgent, and two regu- 
lar Republicans. 

To make sure of progressive Republican 
representation on the committee, it is de- 
sired by the Democratic leaders that the 
caucus name a progressive Republican. 
In that. event Representative C. A. Lind- 
bergh of Minnesota, author of the reso- 
lution for the investigation of the Money 
Trust, is to be named. After a series of 
{informal conferences among Democratio 
leaders, it seems. likely the members of 
the ~special committee chosen by the 
Democrats may be Rufus Hardy of Tex- 
as, Chairman; Heory,.T, Rainey pf. dli- 
néis, Joshua W. Alexander of Missouri, 
possibly Martin D. Foster of Iinois; and 
A. Lindbergh (Progressive) of, 
‘sote. | "The Welection of ‘two Repubtic

caucus for nomination to the House, 

The Rules Committee will meet on Jan. 
15. Two tnemibets of the Cabinet—Attor- 
mey General ‘Wickersham and Secretary 
Nagel—also Samuel Untermyer of New 
York, will then be heard. Chairman Hen- 
ry received to-day a letter from Secret&ry 
Nagel stating that: he will appear and 
tell what he knows of the shipping com- 
bine, Representative Humphrey of Wash- 
ington, who is pressing the resolution for 
investigation of the international shipping 
combine, has assured members. of. the 
Rules Committee that Attorney General 
Wickersham wilt also be on hand, Mr. 
Untermyer has indicated his intention 
to be present. Numerous influential fac- 
ters in maritime. shipping from. Balti- 
more, Philadelphia, New Orleans, New 
York, and other ports have been asked 
to appear. Representative Foster of Iilli- 
nois, a Member of the Rules Committee, 
introduced the resolution now before that 
committee seeking an investigation of the 
International Harvester Company. 

“The tinie for action has come,” said 
Mr. Henry to-day.. ‘Congress and the 
country have a right to know if there 
fs such a thing as a money trust, which, 
in turn, controls railroads, ships, and the 
harvester company. I personally intend 
to insist that this investigation shall start 
at once. I kno wof no one on the Demo- 
cratic side who is opposed to this investi- 
gation. I regard it as the most important 
inquiry since the close of the civil war.”

KILLED BY TRAIN 


One Was on His Last Trip to 
Ridgefield Park Home—Was to 
Move to New York To-day. 


TOWNSPEOPLE INDIGNANT 


Demand That. West Shore Provide 
Underground Exit from Station 
—Don’t Use Bridge. 


Two more lives were added last evening 
to the toll taken by the West Shore tracks 
at Ridgefield Park, N«J., when the Con- 
tinental Limited, whizzing past the station 
at sixty miles an hour, struck and instantly 
killed Lehnian H. Edwards and Willfam 
H. Sunderland. The town was very bitter 
last night, and plans were set afoot for a 
mass meeting of protest in which an ap- 
peal will be made to Gov. Wilson. 

The two men were neighbors on Edwin 
Street, and had gone out from New York 
on the Susquehanna train, due at Ridge- 
field Park ‘at 5:14. The Susquehanna 
tracks and those of the West Shore run 
on either side of the station, but to pass 
from the Susquehanna trains into the 
town commuters make their way across 
the tracks of the West Shore Road. . This 
is what Edwards and Sunderland were 
doing. The latter’s family was to have 
moved to New York to-day, and Sunder- 
land had planned that last evening should 
be his last as a commuter. 

The two men met in the smoker and 
rode out to Ridgefieid Park together. 
They swung off the train ane started for 
their homes. Probably the noise’ of a 
south-bound train pulling into the station 
on the Susquehanna prevented their hear; 
ing that of the express on the other 
tracks. Ket neither heard nor saw it in 
time, and the train, as it struck. them, 
hurled them into the air with such force 
that Edwards’s body uprooted two posts 
against which it was thrown. 

The tracks at the point of the accident 
have won the name of‘ Death Cross- 
ing ’’ among the residents of that section, 
The West Shore officials have a wooden 
bridge built over their tracks there, but 
passengers were never known to use it, 
and it has never furnished anything 
except a place for children to play. 

Father J. J. Flanagan of Ridgefield 
Park was one of the first to reach the 
station as news of the accident spread 
through the town. The dead men. were 
members of his church, and as he talked 
of the accident he said: 

“Three weeks ago they. killed an elderly 
man at this crossing—that is, he bled to 
death after being hurt because a train 
crew refused te wait to take him to a 
hospital, and when I went to the officials 
to complain they almost laughed in my 
face. The people ought to tear up the 
tracks." 

Villages Trustee John. E. Hoey said: 
“Our people are being slaughtered by the 
West Shore Road, Nine have been killed 
in the past few years. We have urged 
the company to put in an underground 
passageway and fence in their tracks, but 
they say the expense of $10,000 is too 
much. Look at the families that have 


their close-fistedness.”’ 

Sunderland was an insurance agent. 
He was 42 years old, and leaves a widow 
and two daughters. Edwards, who was a 
contractor and builder, was 38. His widow 
and three children survive him.

Barrels of Beer, Hogsheads of 
Whisky, and Bottles of Festive 
Drinks Run to Waste. ° 





DESTROYED BY COURT ORDER 





In All, 2,800 Gallons Selzed In Unil- 
censed Places Are Poured Out—New 
, LawProposed to Save It for Revenue.* 





Twenty-eight hundred gallons.of Uquor 
were let loose, ‘to use the police term, in 
the inner court yard of old Police .Head- 
quarters Building, 300 Mulberry Street 
yesterday afternoon. There were a dozen’ 
‘hogsheads and barrels of whisky, white 
andred wine and beer; and in addition 
about two dozen bottles of. various sorts 
of festive liquids, and about the same 
number of demijohns of whisky. As the 
axes of the destroyers fell, mixed red and 
white wine flowed in streams, whisky 
And beer ran together to the drain pipes 
where the wonderful mixtures of drinks | 
cascaded down into one great stream. 

‘The wet goods were seized in the raids 
made in this city by State Excise Coim- 
missioner William \W. Farley on .places 
that were selling them without the for- 
mality of a State license. Some of the 
best of the stuff poured out in lbation 
to the law came from a house in Sixty- 
fifth Street, which was raided on June 3. 
This place, a private residence fitted dp 
for the manufacture of wine, is wheré 


| the hogsheads came from. They > were 


put together after being carried into the 
cellar and the Excise men had to have 
a part of the wall torn out before they 
conld be removed. A woman was. found 
in charge and no arrests were made. The 
remainder came from the establishment 
of Vincenzo Santangelo, who was sen- 
tenced ‘in Speécial«Sessions to 30 days in 
the City Prison, and to pay a fine of 
$200. The destruction. of the.liquor was 
done under an order issued last week by 
Justice Guy’ of /the Sipteme Court.

Liquors seized by. the 
Federal Government are sold at auction 
and the moneys turned into the Treasury. 
The value of liquor seized and destroyed 
in New York in a year is large sum. 

“If the sale of liquor is allowed /by law,” 
said Mr. Firestone, “to destroy it when it 
is seized is vandalism. -In this case alone 
the Hquor was valued at least at $2 a 
gallon, and its ‘sale would not have put 
on the market unlawful ds. On Satur- 
day at White Plains $8, worth of high 

© liquors were destroyed.”’ 

It is probable that the next Legislature 
will be asked to allow such a sale for the 
benefit of the State.

THE PHILHARMONIC. 

The establishment on a firm basis 
of the Philharmonic Society of New 
York is a matter of large public con- 
cern. This institution has_exerted an 
appreciable {nfluence far ‘beyond its 
immediate environment in the cultiva- 
tion of the taste for good music, The 
efforts. of. the Philharmonic in its 
long’ term of ‘activity have done much 
to, make the establishment of other 
great orchestras possible. There was 
for some years a tendency to belittle 
the Philharmonic. It still held the 
favor of the survivors among its old 
adherents, but their numbers were de- 
creasing and younger, better-financed 
organizations directed, perhaps, with 
mote energy and freshness of spirit, 
disputed supremacy with it. 

But that time has passed. A com-~- 
mittee of guarantors came to its afd, 
contributed the money to meet its ex- 
penses, and was instrumental in ef- 
fecting certain needful improvements 
in its management, which had not 
quite. kept abreast’ with the times. 
Lately the annual deficit of the’ ‘ Phil- 
harmonic has been comparatively small. 
With. the income of the, Pulitzer be- 
— of $500,000 it will be still smaller 
in the future. With increased appre- 
ciation of the value and importance 
of the society it is not unlikely that a 
deficit may be avoided altogether. 
More cannot be asked for or expect- 
ed. We can hafdly look for commer- 
cial profits, as yet, from the perform- 
ance of symphonic music. -But New 
York should take pride in its oldest 
musical institution, ‘the veritable plo- 
neer of symphonic music in America, 
especially in its new development, and 
with its new alertness and progressive 
spirit. , 

Mr. Josmpr STRANSKY has been ap- 
pointed conductor for the three years 
beginning next Autumn, at a fairly 
moderate salary, to be sure, which 
Goes not compare with the. repyted 
earnings of some popular musicians 
who ‘are certainly not above the ar- 
tistic level of the conductor of a world- 
renowned orchestra, but is sufficient 
to encourage him ‘to devote his best 
energies to the development of the so- 
clety’s aims, and to bestow upon it the 
fullnes of his knowledge. Mr. StRran- 
8Kr's services this seafon have been 
more than acceptable, and the future 
of the Philharmonic is bright with 
promise. \

THE STREET RAILWAY voles 

The long receiverships of the Metro- 
politan and Third Avenue surface lines 
are at length ended, and the properties 
at the opening of the new year will 
be once more in the hands of their own- 
ers. Four years fis an unconscionably 
long life for a: receivership, But every- 
body knows that the difficulties that 
confronted the Reorganization Commit- 
tees of these two corporations were 
enormous.’ Overcapitalization and ex- 
cessive issues of securities, improvident 
leases, and the endless complications in 
which the companies had become in- 
volved because of the extraordinary 
financial arrangements of the. former 
management stood in the way of all w 
attempts to recreate a solvent business 
out of the wreck. It was hard, it was 
very. hard for the owners of securities 
to persuade themselves that their con-

The public interest in the wisdom.and 
the success of the reorganization plans 
of these surface railway lines is hardly 
less than. that of the holders of the 


securities, new and old, The farepay~- 


ers do not want to see another receiv- 


ership; they -will naturally hope that 
both companies will operate their lines 
at a reasonable profit, to the end that 
further financial embarrassment mey 
be averted and in order that the.public 
may be accommodated. Whether the 
reorganization plans are sound and safe 
remains to be demonstrated, The’ Pub- 
lic Service Commission objected to the 
volume of securities proposed in the 
Third Avenue plan, declaring that it 
was in excess of property values. But 
the lines of that compeny haves been 
operated under Receiver Wutrripan 
with a degree of financial success that 
has,surprised everybody. It is perhaps 
allowable that hope and reasonable ecx- 
pectation should be taken into account 
in a reorganization. The Metropolitan 
plan appears to be drastic, since it re- 
duces outstanding securities by the 
great sum of $41,883,894. The out- 
standing securities when the receiver 
was appointed amounted to $139,665,- 
boo, ‘of which $52,600,000 was in stocks 
of the Metropolitan and Central Cross- 
town Companies. The Reorganization 
Committee had to deal with $104,085.- 
894 in securities and debts, besides 
$4,000,000 of improvement notes, It is- 
sues new securities to the amount of 
$66,201,500, and $31,454,000 of old un- 
derlying securities remain undisturbed, 
making a total of $97,655,500, which is 
a reduction of nearly $42,000,000 from 
tthe old outstanding issues.- The rprop- 
‘erties, equipment, power houses, and 
real estate are estimated to have a 
value of $120,000,000. The stock as- 
sessment of $12.90 per share on the 
$52,000,000. of the Metropolitan stock 
will be paid chiefly by the Interbor- 
ough - Metropolitan Company, which 
holds 90 per cent. of the stock. But it 
is supposed that the securities received 
in exchange for thegssessment money 
will be available to reimburse the Inter- 
borough-Metropolitan for the expendi- 
ture involved. 

The problem for both companies is to 
earn money enough to pay their fixed 
charges and reasonable dividends. 
With their plants and with their fran- 
chises to operate surface railways in 
the second city of the world, this ought 
to be possible, but experience demon- 
strates that 2t will require good man- 
agement. ‘There are obstacles to the 
profitable operation of street cars in 
New York that did not exist twenty 
years ago, or even ten years ago. One 
of them is the great and growing den- 
sity. of street traffic, Another is the 
great competition of the Subway. An 
element of good management will be a 
policy that will please the public by 
accommodating it. To what extent 
transfers will be granted at exchange 
points by each line, or between the two 
competing liner, remains to be seen. 
The old management of the Metropoli- 
tan entered gayly and hopefully on a 
general transfer policy that proved to 
be highly improvident. There is a 
limit to the number of miles a passen- 
ger can be carried for 5 cents profit- 
ably. But the new managers will find 
it worth while to study all possible 
ways of making the farepayers com- 
fortable and contented, since that is the 
surest way to increase the buainess of 
the lines, and it is the judgment of 
many that there must be increased 
business to provide interest and divi- 
dends upon the authorized volume of 
securities.

COASTING TRADE POLICY. 

Canada’s situation with reference to 
its coasting mafine is like our own. 
In both cases the profits on land are 
so great -that capital will not venture 
upon the sea without encouragement. 
But under like conditions Canada takes 
a course different from. ours® We ex- 
clude all foreign ships from our coast- 
ing trade, which soon will mean trade 
between the Atlantic and Pacific Coasts 
via Panama. Thereby we secure & 
most profitable trade for our coast car- 
riers and builders of coast shipping, 
but at the cost of the commerce car- 
ried by the costly ships. 

Canada has just passed an exception 
from its protectionist policy in the 
shape of an order admitting foreign 
shipping to its coast trade, and will 
have its goods carried cheaply. The 
Canadian carriers must compete with 
the foreign on terms of ‘equality, for 
such‘ are the terms of admission of the 
foreign carriers. On the Canadian plan 
the shipping is for the service of com- 
merce. On-our plan commerce is made 
the servant and supporter of shipping. 
It is just being discovered in the United 
States that commerce is well worth 

while for itself, and that burdens on 
trade are not for the benefit of the 
ultimate consumer whose discovery is 
one of the President’s achievements. It 
ig much to be desired that our shipping 
should be stimulated, and it is more to 
rhe desired that commerce should be 
emancipated from servitude to the 
shipping interests. “

HOSPITAL SATURDAY AND SUNDAY. 


To-day and to-morrow collections in 
the churches and synagogues will be 
devoted to the yses of the Hospital 
Saturday and Sunday Assoctation,. This 
association aims to meet the most pa- 
thetic, urgent need in the community, 
that of persons who are seriously il! or 
injured and too poor to pay for the 
means of getting well. Without respect 
to race, color, or creed, its fund will be 
distributed among forty-six hospitals of 
Manhattan and the Bronx, and devoted 
to free treatment of the sick poor. 

In London the need of a large hosp!- 
tal fund is better recognized than here, 
the three public collections amounting 
to $1,560,000, . London’s church col- 
lections on Hospital Sunday aggregat- 
ing over $200,000. Here $115,959.23 
was raised last year, $30,898 from the 
church collections, the rest from con- 
tributing organizations and individuals, 
The expenses of collecting and adminis- 
tering the fund amount to 5.4 per cent, 
Every $10 raised by the New York as- 
sociation will give some person nearly 
a week of the best hospital care.

Very soon after the 
aeroplane for the first 
No Holes time in human history 

in the Air. achieved the dream of 

* all the ages and made 
possible real navigation of the air, we be- 
gan to hear about “holes” in the aerial 
ocean into which the aviators fell every 
now and then, often with disastrous 
consequences, to thenentves and thelr ma- 
chines. 

Of course it was evident to anybody 
who gave any. thought to the matter 
that there neither is nor.can ‘be in the 
alr anything for which the word “hole” 
is an even remotely accurate description. 
A “hole in the air” could be nothing 
less or else,than a vacuum, and that is 
impossible in a fluid so easily movable. 
Nevertheless, not only did the birdmen 
continue to talk about the finding of 
these apparently empty places, but they 
continued to fall into them, and that, 
naturally enough, they considered 
sufficient proof of existence. 

The proof, however, was about like that 
which for so many centuries convinced 
everybody that night alr was injurious to 
health, People did die of fevers after 
breathing ft, while those “who shut the 
night air out usually escaped, and that 
settled the question unfil it was dis- 
covered that not the night’ air, but cer- 
tain night flying mosquitos, brought the 
infection. 

Scientific meteorologists have all along 
asserted that the so-called holes in the 
air were merely places where, for one 
Or another of a doꝛen reasons, its density, 
and therefore its resisting or supporting 
power, were slightly sub-normal. To this 
sensible explanation Prof, Humpureryrs of 
the Blue Ridge Weather Observatory has 
now added another. The aviator, he 
says, who passes ffom one aerial current 
to another of Nke density, but differing 
in strength or direction, is very likely to 
suffer exactly the consequences that 
would follow falling into a hole, for while 
his engine was exerting enough energy to 
keep him up when going against a strong 
wind, it would be much less efficient if 
conditions suddenly changed. And they 
do suddenly change for the aviator many 
times in every flight, and he does not 
have the advance warnings that the 
sailor, with His “easier task, tWo- 
dimensional instead of three-dimensiona), 
always has. : 

This additional explanation. of the 
“holes” cleats up the whole mystery. 
Unfortunately it does not supply a good 
word for the aviator’s use in describing 
what happéns.to him, and therefore the 
old term, in spite ofits absurdity, will 
doubtless retain its popularity.

The one theory as yet advanced—that 
the victims added to the meagre soup and 
bread given by the city spoiled herring that 
had been thrown into a garbage pile from 
a restaurant—is in itself, if true, a suf- 
ficiently appalling revelation ag to the 
condition of these miserable people. And 
the ‘‘help”’ they were receivigg was evi- 
déntly inadequate—of no real service to 
them. 

Old-fashioned alms of that sort never 
are—they never do much more than save 
the givers from seeing deaths from star- 
vation before their eyes. Such charity 
is justified only when its motive is con- 
sidéred and its effects ignored. *

Exchange Bank of New York.” 

Mr., Kissam, the signer of the check, 
Was recently visited by & man who an- 
nounced that he was authorized to selicit 
subscriptions for the Firemen’s Pension 
Fund. Mr. Kissam made.out the check 
as the man suggested, and gave it "to him. 
Mr. Kissam has a son, William ‘A. Kis- 
sam, who is President of the Sough Amer- 
ican Development Company of 15 and 17 
Broad Street, Wiliam Kissam is a per- 
sonal friend of —— a Chief Ross, 
Ross called informally on Mr. Kissam at 
his office a few days —9* Mr. Kissam 
told him of the donation his father had 
made to the Firemen’s Pension Fund, and 
displayed the canceled check.

*“I believe this check ‘has been forged. 
The signature is not that of the Auten- 
rieth with whom I am acquainted. This 
is not at all like his handwriting.” 

Ross_ then interviewed Autenrieth and 
learned from the latter that his signature 
had been forged to the check. 

Commissioner Johnson sent a letter to 
Commissioner Waldo inclosing the check 
and this comment by Chief Kenlon: 

It is too bad that our merchants and 
business men are imposed upon by scoun- 
drels posing as the friends of widows and 
orphans of s and retired 
members of. this department. 
might possibly be amended so as to enable 
us to prevent this fraudulent practice. 
Commissioner Johnson said in his letter: 

One or more fraudulent colléctors ‘have 
for several months been posing as author- 
ized representatives of the Firemen’s Pen- 
sion Fund. Repeated inquiries are made 
at this office by telephone and in writing 

yy. persons. who have been solicited for 
contributions to the pension fund. This has 
been not only a source of great annoyance 
but a distinct fraud on the public, as this 
department has never sanctioned any such 
subscriptions. 

“I have no desire to criticise the New 
York Fire Department Benevolent Asso- 
ciation or the Firemen’s Mutual Benevo- 
lent Association in this matter,” said 
Commissioner Johnsoy. ‘‘ They are reg- 
ularly incorporated ganizations, whose 
charters enable them to solicit contri- 
butions. They have no connection, how- 
ever, with the New York Fire Depart- 
ment, nor do any funds collected by them 
benefit the Fire Department Reliéf Fund. 
This is a separate and distinct organiza- 
tion, which is identified with the Fire 
Department.” 

He said he especially hoped to catch 
the imposters, who have collected large 
sums of money. These men, who have 
been active of late, represent themselves 
as coming from the Fire Department di- 
rectly, or from one of the benevolent as- 
sociations. By misrepresentation they 
have. found it not difficult to obtain 
large sums of money from business men 
and others, who believed they were mak- 
ing donations for firemen in need. of as- 
sistance. 

Persons frequently call up the Fire 
Department to inquire if a donation 
reached them. In many cases they are’ 
informed that no donation was received. 
These persons are always informed that 
the Fire. Department does: not employ 
agents to solicit subscriptions, and that 
the only official firemen’s fund is the

The contracts for the-work have not
